Let any town im- 
prore its roads out five or six miles and it 
will drew trade that hitherto had gone to 
nei^'liliorin;.' towns. rco|»ic move alonj; the 
line of least resistance. A farmer will 
travel five miles orer good roads ratlwr 
tlinn three miles over ba(! ones: he CtB go 
quicker and liaul twice tlie load. 

The following quotation from the Val* 
ley City, North Dakota, Baoord, of Jom 
'.26, is signiiicant : 

'*Oa» of the towoa in tha aorthem 
part of t!ic stnli' a fe-.v \<urs n^ro discovere<l tIsMt trade was leaving it ai: ! 
the farmers were marketing their grain at another town, making iheir 
depoaita ia tha baaks ,«f «tha other tawm sad lugsly hayiag their soppKcs 
there. The jieoplo of the losinjt town Ix'jrnn an invest ipat ion to the 
cause and found the mercbanta of the town which was securing liie 
trad« were not able to offer bargains equal to the other. The priee of 
jirain was no better, the bnnlf.s were no safer and the distance was against 
the successful town. Wlieu tbeM' conditions were found people began to 
look dsewhere for the cause. Inquiry among fsnnen disclosed the fact 
t!iat !>eeaii9e of the bail condition of the roada leadinfr to the iinsupportoil 
town the farmers (oubl iiaiil only tliree-fourtbs as much of u load to it 
as to the other town, consequently it lost its trade." 

There is no fact cstaMi-lied in business that is any more certain than 
that goo<l roads help trade. They aburttn distances to market, promote 
business and enhance values 
and niukc life better worth 
living, (jood roads are an in- 
dication of the intelligence, 
prosperity and iodlMtiy af 
anjr cooununitj.
